along the river front at the county

hereon a garbage disposal plant.

lant would constitute a menace am 
uisance to the inmates of the home 
Borough Solicitor Urey, as a corn 
ittee of one, took the 
matter uf 


with the commissioners a week ago, 
and sought to explain to them that 
what the borough 
proposed 
doing 


would in no way interfere with the 
health 
or 
comfort of the 
county 


home charges, but the commission- 
ers were unable to see it that way. 


The borough's only alternative is 


to erect the plant on the site of the 
present dump, or buy a piece of land 
nearer, town. The dump site is too 
inaccessible, and probably will be re- 
jected in favor of the purchase of an 
entirely new site in a location more 
lesirable. 


The idea of building the garbage 


disposal plant along the river front 
was suggested by the borough en- 


ineer in view of the possibility of 


having, at an early date, to erect a 
sewage disposal plant as well. When 
his plant is built it will have to be 
lear the river, or the entire sewage 
ystem of the borough must be torn 
ip. At present the main runs paral- 
el with the river, and empty into the 
tream below town. 
The garbage 


md sewage plants should both be on 
he same site in order that double ex- 
>ense of upkeep may be obviated, and 


is a keen disappointment to the 


orough authorities that the county 
ill not consider the proposition sub- 
litted.

When 
his plant is built it will have to be 
lear the river, or the entire sewage 
ystem of the borough must be torn 
ip. At present the main runs paral- 
el with the river, and empty into the 
tream below town.

he same site in order that double ex- 
>ense of upkeep may be obviated, and
